It would not have cost you one 
hundredth part as much effort to have 
signed u total abstinence pledge severa 
years ago as it will now to break loose from 
this terrible habit." I entreated my 
friend to grapple his weakness to God's 
strength. He signed a pledge of entire 
abstinence, and went away with the des- 
perate look of a man who is pulling for 
life in the rapids, in full sight of the cat- 
aract. 


That young man is a fair representative 


of a sadly numerous class who "lock the 
stable door after the horse is stolen." 
He may possibly be saved, but so as by 
fire. My plain talk to-day is with those 
who have not yet flung themselves into 
the rapids. 
I wish to give half a dozen 


common sense reasons for letting every 
intoxicating drink (whatever its name) 
entirely alone. 


He who never touches a drop will as- 


suredly never become a drunkard. Pre- 
vention is easy, is safe, is sure ; reforma- 
tion is difficult, and with some persons is 
well nigh impossible. The Jews were 
commanded to build battlements arounc 
the flat roofs of their dwellings in orde 
to prevent the children from falling over 
into the street. To put on the pa rape 
cost but little: but the want of it cos1 


broken bones; and, alas! what huma 
power could recall a dead darling to life i 
I am always thankful that I took a pledge 
of entire abstinence in early boyhood 
But for that battlement I might have 
been ruined by the drinking usages which 
were deplorably prevalent in my college 
"Stick to the teetotal," said a shrewd ole 
kinflman to me when I started for college 
and now, after forty years, I wish to 
commend the bridge that carried me 
safely over. 


The first argument, my young friend, 


for total abstinence is that no healthy 
person needs an alcoholic beverage; and 
even invalids had better be careful how 
they tamper with it as a medicine. Sir 
Henry Thompson and several other dis 
tinguished British physicians have delib 
erately declared that "alcoholic bever- 
ages cannot, in any sense, be considered 
necessary for the maintenance of healthy 
life : that it is not a food in any true 
sense of that term ; and that the stead' 
iest and best work is best done without 
it." 


Livingston, the heroic 
explorer of 


Central Africa, was both a physician and 
a teetotaler. His testimony was: "I find 
that I can stand every hardship best by 
using water and water only." I entreat 
you not to fall in the delusion that you can 
do any honest work the better by firing 
up your nerves with alcohol. If you do 
you will have to increase the fuel con- 
stantly in order to produce effect. Solid 
food and sound sleep are all you require. 
Even as atonic medicine, wine and Bour- 
bon may cover up a great deal; they cure 
but very little. 
Several friends I have 


known to be decoyed by them into drunk- 
enness and disgrace. 


Therein lies a second reason for avoid- 


ing all intoxicants. 
They are deceitful. 


Not only the sting of the serpent but the 
subtlety of the serpent is in them. 
The 


deception lies in the fact that the habit 
of drinking will become confirmed before

First glasses have peopled bell ! With 
whatever "odds" in your favor, will you 
run the fearful hazard ? Then stop be- 
fore you begin! 


A third reason why alcoholic drinks 


are dangerous is, that it is the peculiar 
property of alcohol to strike directly to 
the brain. 
Some drugs have an affinity 


for the heart, others for the spine. The 
glass of brandy aims for the brain as a 
hound makes for a hare. In striking the 
brain it overturns the throne of reason 
and turns a man into a maniac. Like the 
shot in a naval battle, which hits "be- 
tween wind aud water," the alcoholic 
death shot strikes where body and mind 
meet, and sends both to the bottom. No 
Jrain is proof against it. 


The mightiest man intellectually whom 


[ ever saw in America, I ouce saw piti- 
ably drunk.' 
Alcohol is no respector of 


lersons; the giant and the idiot are 
itruck down alike by its stiletto. You 
might as well put the pistol to your brain 
and make swift, sure work with it, aa to 
>oison your brain by the slower and 
equally deadly process of the bottle. 
Vine-aine hundredths of all the suicides 
n the land began with a thoughtless 
;lass. Stop, my friend, before you be- 
;in! 


All intoxicating drinks are more dan- 
erous in this country than in almost any 
ther from the nervous temperament of 
ur people. Our climate is stimulating, 
nd American life, in almost every di- 
ectiop, runs at a high rate of speed, 
outh is commonly stronger at the engine 
mn it is at the brakes. This is pre-

you suspect it. 
That young man who 


came into my study so tortured with the 
adder's bite never dreamed at the outset 
that he was playing with a rattlesnake. 
Every alcoholic drink has in it this qual- 
ity, that it never satisfies, but awakens a 
constant demand for more. A small 
glass creates a thirst for a larger ; one 
draught only whets the appetite for a 
second. This is not the case with any 
wholesome food or beverage. 
Bread and 


beef do not breed excess : one glass of 
milk does not arouse a morbid thirst for 
two the next time. 


But this horse-leech quality in alcoholic 


liquors, which cries "give, give," and is 
never satisfied, is the very thing that 
makes them so dangerous. 
This it is 


which makes it so difficult to drink wine 
or brandy moderately, and so easy to fall 
into drunkenness. A healthful beverage 
satisfies appetite; a hurtful one, like 
wine or brandy, stimulates appetite until 
it becomes an uncontrollable frenzy. This 
I regard as.the Creator's law against al- 
cohol ; and when you take your first 
social glass you begin to play with a 
deadly serpent. 


You may say, "Every one who drinks 


liquor does not become a sot." Very 
true, but every sot drinks liquor; and 
not one in a million ever expected to be- 
come a sot when he began with his cham- 
pagne or his "sherry cobbler." Will you 
run that risk ? I would not. 
The two 


reasons why 1 am a teetotaler are that I 
dare not trust myself, and I dare not 
tempt others by my example. The most 
deplorable wrecks are those of men or 
women who, at the outset, considered 
themselves perfectly strong and invulner» 
able. 


Nothing from the pen of Dickens can 


surpass a heartrending letter which I re- 
ceived from a cultured gentleman (then 
in an almshouse) who declared that be 
traced all the misery of bis life directly 
to the "first glass he ever drank at the 


eminently true of the young men. One 
unanswerable proof of the difficulty of 
stopping the drink-habits is found in the 
fact that so very few are actually re- 
formed. Not one-tenth of those who 
enslave themselves to the bottle ever 
break loose, even though they cry out in 
their sober moments, "Would to God 
that I might never taste another drop!" 


There was a touching pathos in the 


speech of one of our "boys in blue" to 
the police magistrate after he was ar- 
rested for drunkenness. He held up a 
whiskey flask and said: 


"Your honor, the only enemy that ever 


conquered me is that1" 


Yet he admitted that enemy himself, 


and could not dislodge it. 


I might multiply arguments in favor 


of total abstinence as the only safeguard. 
The grace of God is powerless if you 
voluntarily yield to temptation. 
It is a 


defiance to the Almighty for you to leap 
into the rapids and expect Him to save 
you from the cataract. No small part of 
my own life has been spent in bootless 
efforts to save those who were in the 
swift and treacherous current. The re- 
mainder of it shall be spent in endeavor- 
ing to prevent young men from embark- 
ing on the stream which is all music and 
mirth at the starting point, and all death 
and damnation at the bottom. 
Tons of 


argument and appeals have been printed 
on this vital question, "How to save our 
young men from strong drink ?" but they 
may all be condensed into one line—stop 
before you begin! 


A radius three hundred miles long, 


with a centre at the point of contact of 
Utah, Colorado, Arizona, and New Mex- 
ico, will describe a circle in which are 
enclosed the renuims of the remarkable 
race of cliff dwellers. 
The very name 


applied to this people is suggestive of 
romance and lost history. Whence came 
they ? How did they live ? Where did 
they go to t 


The area occupied by the cliff dwellers, 


comprising six or nine thousand square 
miles, is a part of the desert land of the 
Southwest, a country in general, though 
not entirely, arid, unproductive, almost 
gameless, sparsely watered, and in alti- 
tude from 5,000 to 12,000 feet above the 
sea. 
Their descendents are found in the 


Moquis and other Indians of the mesas of 
northern Arizona. 


< 
The remains of the cliff dwellers are 


pueblos, or villages on the low lands, 
caves in the higher land near by, cliff 
houses midway up the walls of precipices, 
high towers of stone, pottery, and orna- 
ments. Few weapons of any kind appear 
among the ruins. This fact may be due 
to the sudden migration of the inhabi- 
tants, and not their supposed peaceable 
disposition. The ruins of cities and 
villages are of frequent occurrence. 
It 


is said that in every one of six thousand 
square miles more or less of these ruins 
occur. Some of the cities were built by 
the side of a stream in some narrow val- 
ley, and others high on a t&ble land, far 
removed from any traces of running 
water. In the latter cases the water 
must have been brought in jars from long 


cliff bouses. It cannot be supposed thnt 
the cliff dwellers lived in these houses 
for long periods of time. 
Possibly they 


were occupied only in a case of siege. 
Be it as it may, they could be taken by 
no savage enemy unless the inhabitants 
were starved into submission. 


The primitive artists among the cliff 


builders left their efforts principally upon 
the light colored sandstones of the high 
bluffs. 
Here arc representations of the 


birds, mammals, and objects known to 
the artists, carved in fantastic style. 
From these it appears doubtful whether 
the people bad any domestic animals. 
Certainly, if they had, evidences would 
be found on the rocks or pottery. 
The 


designs in pottery show a range from a 
very low state of mind to one of some 
mathematical capacity. 


The cliff dwellers were beyond doubt 


migrants from further south, as may be 
seen in the similarity of architecture and 
religious customs. Not knowing of the 
vast fertile plains beyond, they settled in 
the small but rich valleys of the Rio Man- 
cos and other rivers. Here they culti- 
vated Indian corn and beans, as bins are 
occasionally unearthed containing them. 
They caught fish in the rivers and hunted 
the wild deer and birds in the forests. 
While some tilled the scanty valley fields 
or hunted, others were engaged in build- 
ing defences on the cliffs, watch towers, 
pueblos, and water reservoirs. 
There 


were cemeteries for the burial of the

TEA CULTUBE.—From the first, sin- 


gular mistakes^have been made in regard 
to tea culture in the South. 
Some twen- 


ty-five years ago the government thought 
it would like to know whether the Chi- 
nese tea would grow in the South, and 
they sent an agent to China to get seed. 
At that very time, hundreds of tea trees 
were growing in the South, producing 
seeds, and nurserymen were raising plants 
for their trade both from these seeds and 
from cuttings. Any nurseryman could 
have told the government that the tea 
plant would grow very well in the South, 
and on a year's notice, could have fur- 


distances on the heads of women, a prac- 
tice still prevailing among the Southwes- 
tern tribes. The villages were often a 
nlass of hewn stone, the bouses nearly all 
joined together, with no other exit than 
by a ladder from the roof. The archi- 
tecture displays a civilization and knowl- 
edge not far removed from that of the 
ancient Egyptians. 
The building stones 


were well hewn. The squares and circles 
were as perfect as we know how to make 
them to«day. Wells and reservoirs are 
found in various places, in a fine state of 
preservation, containing pure, delicious 
water. 
Some of the cities are laid out in 


semicircles. 


The United States Geological Survey 


has restored the Pueblo Bonito of Chaco 
Canon, New Mexico. Here we have a 
perfect semicircle, the circular part com- 
prising a high, thick wall of masonry, 
and the diametered side not quite so 
high. From a central court the apart- 
ments rise in tiers, one above the other. 
The enclosure embraces 150,000 square 
feet. 
Withia are numerous estufas, or 


council chambers, portions of which were 
used for worship. The great pueblo of 
Ghettro Kettle had a defensive wall 935 
feet long and 40 feet high. Mr. W. H. 
Jackson estimates that its 315,000 cubic 
feet of masonry embraced 30,000,000 
pieces of stone, which had to be quarried, 
collected, dressed, and put in place. The 
massive timbers had to be brought from 
a considerable distance, cut and fitted to 
their places in the wall, and covered with 
other courses. There 
were details of 


window and roof making and plastering, 
which must have employed a large body 


dead. Headstones are still found to mark 
the burial places. 
The craniuros discov- 


ered, and wh|ph have been examined, 
show good intellectual capacity, and very 
little evidence of the artificial flattening 
in use by more modern Indian nations. 
The cliff dwellers were a busy, industrious 
race. 
They may have fled from their 


quarters on account 'of a more superior 
race, as is generally held, but in the ab- 
sence of facts it seems more easy to be- 
lieve that they migrated as soon as they 
discovered arable lands. It cannot be 
possible that a people whieh erected the 
most remarkable defences of any race, 
ancient or modern, should not be able to 
use them against savage forces of any 
size or power. No enemy had missiles 
which could reach their fortresses, and 
cartainly no enemy could withstand the 
avalanche of rocks which the cliff dwell- 
ers had power to hurl down, fairly del- 
uging the narrow bottoms of the canons.

time. The details of these vast pueblos 
would fill volumes. They show that the 
cliff dwellers architecturally, though not 
artistically, were among the most supe- 
rior races of the entire continent. 


The cave dwellings, or places of refuge, 


are usually found in some bluff, not more 
than fifty feet high, bordering a mesa 
or river valley. These bluffs have the 
appearance of a magnified swallows' bank. 
The caves are mere holes dug in the bluff, 
plastered on the inside, and containing 
small apertures. 
It is supposed on ac- 


count of the latter fact that they were 
used to hide women and children during 
an attack, since a large man could not 
gain admittance easily. On the banks 
above are the watch towers. These tow- 
ers are also found all through the region 
of ruins. They are cylindrical structures, 
often protected by lower outside enclos- 
ures. They are built of heavy stone 
work, and in some cases Dr. J. S. New- 
berry found them larger at the top than 
at the bottom. 
They were made to serve 


a variety of purposes, not only for watch- 
ing the approach of an enemy, but for 
retreat, worship and council. In many 
river canons these towers were erected 
on the top of projecting rocks many hun- 
dred feet high and almost impossible of 
access. About the towers are usually 
found specimens of flint and pottery, 
showing that the watchmen were busy 
making various objects while on guard. 


The most remarkable dwellings of these 


people are those from which their names 
aie derived, located midway up in th* 
niches of canon walls often 2,000 feet 
high. Whether nature formed the crev- 
iced tables for the houses, or whether the 
excavations were made by the people, is 
unknown. These crevices are walled up 
with dressed stones, which were either 
hoisted or hewn from the canon walls in 
some remarkable way, and contain living 
apartments. Some canon walls exhibit 
tier after tier of these .almost inaccessN 
ble dwellings. 
Hidden in some out of 


the way nook, shielded from the sun's 
rays, the explorer finds wells of clear, 
cold water, still deliciously pure and re- 
ceiving the drippings of some minute 
spring in tho perpendicular walls. 
No 


soil or organic matter oan possibly con- 
taminate the water, lying in a huge basin 
cut in the rook. Equally bard to find 
are the ladder-like stairs, often 800 feet 
long, cut in the rock walls leading to the 


FISH IN GREAT LAKES 
The white 


fish in Lake Erie average three and a 
half pounds, but occasionally one or more 
are taken weighing ten to eighteen 
pounds. I speared 
one in 1824, at 


Cooper Harbor, Lake 
Superior, that 


weighed 
twenty-five pounds. J0n the 


north shore of Isle Royale, Lake Superior, 
the white fish average fourteen pounds. 
The lake herring are the most uniform in 
size of all our fishes, averaging less than 
a pound in weight, and this average will 
hold good if you count them by the mil- 
lions; but, nevertheless, I have had 
brought to me specimens that would 
weigh three, four and even six pounds. 
The white flsh of tba Yonkon River, 
Alaska—so say the Government reports 
weigh as high aa forty pounds. Thr stur- 
geon of the "Great Lakes" average fifty 
pounds, and now and then one is taken 
that weighs one hundred pounds and over. 
I saw myself at the Sault Ste. Marie, ono 
taken that weighed one hundred and 
twenty-five pounds. The catfish of our 
lakes are of the most superior quality, 
bringing in the southern markets a better 
price than any of our lake fishes, whether 
fresh, salted or smoked. 
The average 


size is twelve pounds; but yet I saw a 
specimens taken with a hook and line 
that weighed fifty pounds. 
In the wa- 


ters of the Mississippi Valley it often at- 
tains double that weight. 


According to the Scientific American, 


the gum-arabic supply appears to have 
been in a great measure cut off, owing to 
the state of affairs in Soudan. It says : 


"Gum-arabic comes almost exclusively 


from Soudan, and owing to the opera> 
tions of El Madhi, there have been no re- 
ceipts of any consequence for a year 
past. In confectionery it makes about 30 
per cent, of the best quality of gum- 
drops, marsh-mallow and jujube paste. 
The annual supply from the Soudan has 
heretofore been from twenty to twentv- 
five thousand bags of four to six hun- 
dred pounds each, and there is usually a 
stock held in London about equal to one 
year's receipts. This reserve is now 
about exhausted, and the gum has been 
steadily advancing in price from the or- 
dinary figures of fourpeoce to fivepence 
per pound until it now commands from 
one shilling and threepence to two shil- 
lings, according to quality."

If a patient can be made to believe that 
he isn't very sick any wny, a physician 
can treat him with much greater success. 
You know that a good doctor will never 
tell a man that he is dying unless his case 
is hopeless. 
Well, these scientists work 


to some extent on this principle. They 
hold that there is no such thing as dis- 
ease. The body is mortal; the mind is 
immortal; the body is entirely under the 
control of the mind, and sickness is the 
mere imagination of the mind. The sci- 
entist tries to make the patient believe 
all this as a starter. A patient must 
never admit for an instant that he is 
sick ; he must tell every inquiring friend 
that he feels better, whether he does or 
not. 
That is all he has to do; the 


scientists will do the rest.*' 


"And that is—" 
"The exercise of his mind power. The 


scientist goes through a regular argument 
—not aloud, mind you, but mentally. He 
argues that this sickness does not exist; 
that it cannot possibly exist; that the 
mind is above all diserse." 


"And then the disease has to go 1" 
"So the scientist says. Sometimes the 


disease yields at once, sometimes a nutn- 
of treatments are necessary. Mind you, 
this is what they claim, not what I be- 
lieve. A patient must be sicker still be- 
fore he is cured. This is owing to the 
struggle between mind and matter. 
The 


mind is driving out the disease, and the 
process is called chemicalization. The 
scientist's treatment is pu.-ely a mind 
treatment—as far as I can see there is 
nothing else to it—but they do not seem 
to be afraid to tackle any kind of disease. 
There is always a cause for every sick™ 
ness, and when the cause is not apparent 
they attribute it to some state of the 
mind at some previous time. 
According 


to this doctrine, if a man's mind could be 
perfect—that is, if no thought of disease 
ever could enter it—I don't see why he 
shouldn't live on forever. They always 
try to get at this state of mind, no mat- 
ter how remote, and then they claim that 
the treatment is simple."

"Yes.

for by those who related it to me : Some- 
body—I have forgotten his name just 
now—was a great sufferer from nervous- 
ness.

HOW TO MAKE A BALAD. 


The making of a salad is in the dress- 


ing. No matter whether if it is to cover 
lettuce, string beans or cold potatoes, the 
salad is made by the dressing, not by 
what constitutes the body. There is no 
simpler dish ; there is none in which every 
scrap of cold vegetable, meat, fish and 
fowl can be utilized so well. Yet a gen- 
uine salad, a good salad, is almost a 
stranger on the American table. 
Where 


oil is not used the following dressing or 
mayonaise, with such additions in regard 
to seasoning as taste may suggest, will be 
found suitable for any kind of salad : To 
six tablespoonfuls of melted butter allow 
three of milk or cream. 
Let them scald 


together for a moment but not boil. 
Have a good tablespoonful of prepared 
mustard mixed thoroughly in a bowl with 
the beaten yellow of a raw egg. 
If you 


do not buy your mustard prepared for the 
table it can be prepared in this way : 
0ook such quantity as desired to keep on 
hand, putting into it while on the fire an 
infinitesimal amount of sugar. When re- 
moved add a little cayenne pepper, a trifle 
of salt, a few drops of Worcestershire 
sauce and a little oil or melted butter. 
Some persons also add a little beef mar- 
row taken from the bones of soup meat. 
Mix these ingredients thoroughly iuto a 
paste and add such amount of-vinegar cs 
desired. 
When the butter and milk arc 


removed from the fire, turn them slowly 
over the mustard and egg. When let- 
tuce is used, after it is washed the larger 
leaves should be cut in two lengthwise 
along the principal artery of the leaf, and 
left in cold water for an hour or so. 
As- 


paragus is good for salad. The stalks 
must be boiled whole, not cut up into 
small pieces. String beans cooked hi 
the same way also make an excellent salad. 
Endive is plentiful in tho market during 
the autumn and early winter. No better 
salad vegetable grows. But the majority 
of Americans are totally unacquainted 
with it. 
It is more crisp and delicate in 


flavor than lettuce. By some it is called 
'winter lettuce,' and by others 'chicory.' 
Chicken salad should be made of the 
white meat of a chicken or turkey, chop- 
ped fine with celery. 
Lobster and all 


fish salads are easy to make, for all that 
is necessary in their production is to mix 
the fish with a vegetable—cither celery or 
endive—and pour upon it the mayonaisc, 
stirring till up and adding as much vine- 
gar as is wanted.—Cliicai/o News.

TIIK IIEE-IIE.SS10N IN THIS NTATK. 


A Philadelphia correspondent to the 


New York Tribute writes 
The indus- 


trial situation in this city, and in fact in 
the State, offers no encouraging features. 
The tr.ides are dull. In Philadelphia 
alone there arc, according to estimates 
regarded as trustworthy, nearly 15,000 
idle woiking people. These are not con- 
fined to any one of tho industries, but 


• represent carpet weavers, yarn workers, 


employees of cotton, woolen and stocking 
factories, rolling mills, foundries, ship 
yards and numerous other 'industries. 
These figures represent only people who 
are absolutely out of employment, while 
as many more are working at reduced wages 
that in many instances do not represent 
more than one-half of what they would 
receive under favorable trade conditions. 
A feature of this trade depression, whieh 
is not often witnessed, Is that the idleness 
it entails is not the result entirely of 
strikes or lockouts, as the strikes existing 
are few. Laboring men seem to recognize 
fully and appreciate that trade is abnor- 
mally quiet, that investments are not 
being mude and that orders arc few. This 
knowledge has resulted in a cheerful ac- 
quiescence to reduced wages, and many 
mills are working under such conditions 
with the hope that new life may bo im- 
parted to trada and full time work re- 
sumed at an early day. It 
must be 


confessed, however, that there is nothing 
substantial in the situation to baso these 
hopes upon. 


All of the leading manufacturers, who 


have been spoken to on the subject state 
that there i* n glut of manufactured ma- 
teriali; that the purchasing classes are 
unable to buy, and that the introduction 
of a new administration is not likely to 
inspire confidence; that its policy is an 
untried quantity ; that at best the country 
is passing through a period of stagnation, 
and that until the methods of the new 
administration have been discovered and 
allowed to work themselves out there is 
barely a hope for improvement. 
The 


leading manufacturers further say that 
pronounced free trade views of the Dem- 
ocratic party must act as a menace to the 
industries of a country which has pros- 
pered for more than a quarter of a century 
under the protective policy. The manu- 
facturers represent millions of invested 
capital, and they do not hesitate to say 
that investments in raw materials con- 
templated, and improvements to be made 
in the event of a continuance of Repub- 
lican Government, have now been coun- 
termanded, because there is an uncertain- 
ty as to what policy the new adtninistra- 
tration will pursue. There are some who 
hold out tho hope that there may be a 
revival in business after the Christmas 
holidays; but should such be the case, it 
is believed that it will be temporary and 
only consequent upon a demand for the 
supply of the most absolute necessities 
of trade. 


The situ ition at present could not be 


more unsatisfactory, because not alone is 
labor affected, but every branch of busi- 
ness feels it keenly, and the circulation 
of millions of dollars is stopped. There 
is certainly no prospect of any immedia te 
improvement, but on the contrary every- 
thing points, to slow markets. Throughout 
the State there is a complaint 
of dull 


trade. Fur ,iaces and mills are either shut 
down or wot king upon half time, and all 
other industries are seriously affected. 
Pig iron bat, been ove rproduced, and its 
manufacturers are 
embarrassed by the 


appearance of a better quality of product 
from the South in this market at much 
power figures they can 
sell. Coal has 


6een largely overproduced, and many 
mines are idle, while others are working 
(for seventy cents a day, and the car shops

Confederacy had, by the census, of 1880, 
seven and a half millions white popula- 
tion and 5,300,000 colored population. 
The colored population, almost to a man, 
desire to support the Republican party, 
but by a system of cruel intimidation, 
and by violence and murder, whenever 
violence and murder are thought neces- 
sary, they are absolutely deprived of all 
political power. 


If the outrage stopped there it would 


be bad enough, but it does not stop there, 
for not only is the negro population dis- 
franchised, but the power which rightfully 
belongs to them is transferred to the 
white population of the South to exert 
an electoral influence far beyond that ex- 
erted by the same number of white pop- 
ulation in the North.

In the South, the States of Louisiana, 


Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia and South 
Carolina have in the aggregate 
forty- 


eiglil electoral votes. 
They have 2,800,- 


000 white people and over 3,000,000 col- 
ored people. 


In the North the States of Wisconsin 


Minnesota, Iowa, Kansas and California 
have likewise in the aggregate forty- 
eight electoral votes, and they have a 
white population of 5,600,000, or just 
double the five Southern States I named. 
These Northern States have practically 
no colored population. 
It is therefore 


evident that the white men in those 
Southern States by usurping and absorb- 
ing the rights of the colored men are ex- 
erting just double the political power of 
the white men in tho Northern States. 


I submit, my fi lends, that such a con- 


dition of affairs is extraordinary, unjust 
and derogatory to tho manhood of the 
North. 
Even those who are vindictively 


opposed1 to negro suffrage will not deny 
that if the Presidential electors are as- 
signed to the South by reason of the ne- 
gro population, that population ought to 
be permitted free suffrage in the election. 


it. The very thought of it stirs the blood 
of men \vho inheiit equality from the 
pilgrims who first stood on Plymouth 
Rock, and from 
liberty-loving patriots 


who came to the Delaware with William 
Penn. It becomes the primal questiui 
of American manhood. It demands t. 
hearing and a settlement, and that settle- 
ment will indicate the equality of Amer- 
ican citizens in all personal and civil 
rights. It will, at least, establish the 
equality of white men under the National 
Government, and will give to the North- 
ern man who fought to preserve the 
Union, as large a voice in its Govern- 
ment as may bo exercised by the South- 
ern man, who fought to destroy the Union.

A 01KL LUNATIC WOETH MILLIONS. 


In :m insane nsylum in a neighboring 


county is confined a young lady of four 
and twenty who in her own right is worth 
four »r live millions, and whose patrony- 
mic is a sjnonyin of wealth and social 
positlnn. 80 violent is the form of her 
malady that her hands are continually 
covered with padded gloves lest inono of 
her spells she should tear her eyes out, as 
she h is frequently endeavored to do. For 
days :it a time she is strapped to bed in 
which she is lying, or to the chair in 
whicli she fancies to sit, to prevent her 
from taking her own life. The family do 
not wish to record a suicide in the family 
Uiblc, and three relays of attendants 
watcli this fair young girl, never once 
leaving her alone. No Royal madman 
has ever been better cared for than this 
unfortunate girl, whoso every rational 
wish is studied and gratified, and who 
has all the comfort* of her own home, 
from which she was removed a few years 
ago and placed in the asylum to be under 
the doctor's care. Her case is a peculiar 
one. 
She has been unsound in her mind 


since childhood. Idiosyncrasies of child- 
hood increased with the growth of years, 
and while still in short dresses she was 
pronounced to be unsound of mind and 
ultimately insane. 
She Ime completely 


lost her identity and imagines herself to 
be a cat, and viciously endeavors to 
scratch herself or those about her, yet 
the si^ht of a feline will cause her the 
most abject terror ; even the picture of a 
cat will alarm her. 
Unconsciously she 


has a< quired feline instincts and move- 
ments, and will mew rather than talk. 
She is improving under the doctor's care, 
and liu entertains some hopes of restoring 
her by the treatment he is pursuing; but 


BO far as the family or their circle is con- 
cerned she is dead, and probably the 
gener.ition of to-day does not know of her 
existence. The case has been presented 
to the most eminent specialists of theday, 
but nune of them, excepting the one now 
in charge of the- case, has been able to ef- 
fect uny amelioration in the patient's case. 
In the asylum she goes under a fictitious 
name, embracing, however, the two sylla- 
bles of her own patronymic.—New 
York 


MODERN MUMMIES.—A subject which 


has important bearings on the vexed 
question of cremation was broached at 
the recent meeting of the Social Science 
Congress, in a paper by Mr. Thomas Bay- 
ley, of Birmingham. In spite of much 
that lias been said and written to the 
contrary, the practice of burning the 
dead must in our opinion, and as we have 
stated elsewhere, lack the sanction of law 
so long is it does not afford 
a further 


guarantee than that required in cases of 
burial, that death has not resulted from 
foul play. The paper alluded to recog- 
nizes this difficulty, and proposes a plan 
by which it may be met. 
It is the fol- 


lowing: The bodies, loosely but com- 
pletely enveloped in cotton-wool, and 
placed with air tight cases, are exposed, 
in a subterranean gallery lined with ce- 
ment, to the action of cold air, which is 
chemically dried and purified by nitration 
from putrefactive 
bacteria. After a 


time dry air at a higher temperature is 
usad in the same way. The result is 
mummification, the integument remain- 
ing white. Bodies which have undergone 
this process may, it seems, be kept for an 
indefinite period without evidence of 
change, if protected from damp; may, 
if required, he submitted to examination 
by analysis or otherwise in an adjoining 
cool and dry mortuary chamber ; may be 
cremated or otherwise disposed of.—Lan- 


cet. 


PROPERTIES OF QtllCKSILVElt.—One 


of the most curious properties of quick- 
silver is its capability of disolving or of 
former amalgams with other metals. A 
sheet of gold foil, dropped into quick- 
silver, disappears almost as quickly as a 
snow flake wheu it drops into water. 
It 


has the power of separating or of readily 
dissolving those refactory m«tals which 
are not acted upon by our most powerful 
acids. The gold and silver miners pour 
it into their machines holding the gold 
bearing quartz, and although no human 
eye can detect a trace of the precious 
substance, so fine are the particles, yet 
the liquid metal will hunt them out and 
incorporate it into its mass. 
By subse 


quent distillation it yields it into the 
hands of the miners, in a state of virgin 
purity. Several years ago, while lecturing 
before a class of ladies on chemistry, w» 
had occasion to purify some quicksilver 
by, forcing it through chamos leather. Tlio 
scrap remained on the table after the 
lecture and an old lady, thinking it would 
be very nice to wrap her gold spectacles 
in, accordingly appropriated it to that 
purpose. The next morning she came to 
us in great alarm, stating that the gold 
had mysteriously disappeared, and noth- 
was left in the parcel but the glasses, 
sure enough, the metal remaing in tfie 
pores of the leather, had amalgamated 
with the gold and entirely destroyed the 
spctuclcs. It was a mystety which we 
never could explain to her satisfaction.— 
Fireside Science. 


Cotton seed is the Southern bonanza. 


There are three and a half pounds of seed 
to e\ery pound of fibre. More than 
4,00(1,000 tons are produced annually, 
but, notwithstanding the rapid increase 
in the number of mills, only about ten 
per cent of the seed is crushed, the rest 
t>eio<: largely thrown away. A ton of 
seed •• iekls 35 gallons of oil, 22 pounds 
of cot ton, and 760 pounds of cake, used 
for fattening cattle.

tbat makes three pounds of butter in a 
week costs as much for everything, labor 
and utensils included, as one worth $100 
that makes ten pounds a week. 
Another 


error is to work poor land. 
Many a man 


has broken his back and lost his heart on 
a poor farm which he has suffered to run 
down by bad management. He has spread 
his labor and capital over 100 acres, when 
by confining himself to twenty or thirty, 
lie might have become happy and rich. 
The way to repair sucli a capital is to 
begin with one field and get that in good 
condition, and let the rest lie, and so go on 
through the farm. One rich field will 
then make it easy to enrich another or 
two ; and while the beginning is slow, it 
is downhill work, and as the end is nearly 
reached progress is fast and easy. 
The 


worst of all capital errors is for the farmer 
to mijlei;t his own improvement and educa- 
tion. A man who has $100,000 in a farm 
and stock, may easily have twice as much 
in himself and make his work pay 10 per 
cent on his value. He is the greater 
part of his capital and it is the greatest 
of all errors to misuse himself.
